At the hour mentioned there were 
present a most satisfactory number 
of these men, and the meeting was 
called to order by Mr. Stanley, who 
stated the object of the gathering and 
called for expressions of opinion from 
those present as to the feasibility of 
taking action at this time. 
After a thorough discussion and a 
careful consideration of all the ele­ 
ments that go to make up public opin­ 
ion in the city it was the unanimous 
opinion that no more propitious time 
could be selected than the present, and 
it was determined to begin work at 
once. 
To this end an organization w’as ef­ 
fected, with Attorney Lee Montgomery 
as chairman and Weiler Fleming sec­ 
retary. The chairman was empowered 
to select an executive committee, who 
with the officers named, 
will 
have 
charge

the

names for the petitions asking for the 
election, and to map out the work of 
carrying the election should the peti­ 
tion meet the requirements of the law 
and the election he called.

Louis and Bell

From here he returned to Kansas City 
and then went to Chicago. 
“ Tom” wrote to Dr. Ferguson from 
Lansing, Mich., under date of January 
19, and enclosed « clipping from a 
Catholic newspaper that told of Dr. 
Ferguson’s gift of $10,000 in cash to­ 
ward the purchase of Maywood hos­ 
pital by the Sisters of the Incarnate 
Word, thus making the purchase of 
the institution possible and the chang­ 
ing of its name to St. Mary's hospital. 
Dr. Ferguson’s gift was mentioned in 
the article referred to as one of the 
largest of the year 1915 by a non- 
Catholic, and his liberality was highly 
commended.

purchase of the hospital they gave the 
Sisters. 
“ I then told them the biggest donor, 
Dr. Ferguson, was an old friend of 
mine; that there wras nothing narrow’ 
about you; that your heart was as

w’as willing to aid any worthy cause. 
So, you see, old friend, you are pretty 
well known in the Catholic diocese of 
Michigan. 
“ I venture the assertion that article 
has gone all over the United States. 
The strangest thing is that I should 
pick it up in Saginaw.

so well, I always am glad to hear of 
anything that helps to improve Se­ 
dalia. 
As you know’, I have, and always 
will have, a warm spot in my heart 
for dear old Sedalia and her good poo 
pie. 
I would rather live there than 
any other place I ever lived, either 
large or small.

she was never able to get him away. 
He is no relation to her, but he has 
been a deal of expense she said last 
night. 
W e certainly need a negro hospital 
in this town, and we need it badly.

Originally, these universities were es­ 
tablished for theological development, 
hut they have since developed many 
other branches. 
“Modern athletics play an import­ 
ant part in colleges of today,” the 
speaker said, “and are a big factor in 
the development of physical power as 
well as in mental development and 
betterment of morals.” 
In an interesting 
discussion 
that 
followed the address the speaker told 
of the agricultural colleges 
of 
the 
country receiving aid from the federal 
government, in which one requirement 
is one year of military training. 
He 
told of special training along this line 
received at the University of Missouri, 
and said that after an inspection dur­ 
ing the past year by a government of­ 
ficer that the Missouri university was 
entitled to a place on the roll of hon­ 
or, meaning that it is one of ten agri­ 
cultural colleges that has the privilege 
of naming an officer for the United 
States army without further military 
training.

W H A T GO O D P LO W IN G W EANS 


In Well-Plowed Field Soil Is Stirred 
and Pulverized to Depth Indicat­ 
ed as Necessary. 


(By A. C. ARNY.) 
Good plowing means 
more 
than 
making the field appear black. 
It 
means more than making straight fur­ 
rows. 
However, a good plowman usu 
ally makes straight furrows. 
In a 
well-plowed field the soil is stirred 
and pulverized to the depth indicated 
as necessary by tho kind of soil and 
the crop to be grown; and the stub­ 
ble and rubbish are completely turned 
under where it will he out of the way 
and quickly decomposed. 
For most 
crops, deep, rather than shallow plow­ 
ing, is the best practice. 
To do good w’ork with a minimum 
of power, plow’s must he equipped witli 
properly shaped and sharpened shares. 
A good share allows a plow to run 
true and little or no effort is necessary 
to hold it in place. 
To turn under all rubbish a good 
jointer properly adjusted is necessary. 
No stubble or weeds are left sticking 
up between the furrow’s where a good 
jointer is used. 
Keep the plowshare properly shaped 
and sharpened. 
Use a jointer so that 
all rubbish is turned under complete­ 
ly. 
Increase the depth of plowing an 
inch or two each year for several sea­ 
sons.

Fallen Leaves and Trash in Vineyards 
Should Be Raked Together in 
Fall and Burned. 


Several grape insects winter among 
the fallen grape leaves in trash iii 
vineyards and much may be done to 
destroy them if the trash is raked to­ 
gether and burned. 
Such work will be of value against 
the grape berry moth and the grape 
leaf folder, which hibernate in the 
pupal condition in the fallen grape 
leaves. 
The grapevine flea beetle and the 
grape leaf hopper spend the winter as 
adults under trash of all kinds in and 
about vineyards, and the destruction 
of trash as indicated will expose them 
to adverse climatic conditions.

native hay, 0.25; corn silage, 2, and 
cracked corn, 0.25 pounds. 
Lot 4, 
native hay, 1.25; corn silage, 2; oil 
meal, 
0.2, and 
cracked corn, 0.125 
pounds. 
Lot 5, native hay ad libitum, 
roots, 
I pound, and oats and bran, 
1 :1 .2. 
I ho following gains were made per 
head: 
7.6, 2.9, 4.4, 4.5, and —0.2 
pounds, respectively. 
In a duplicate 
experim ent the following year the fol­ 
lowing gains were obtained: 4.7, —0.1, 
—O.i, 0 and —2.6 pounds, respectively. 
The first four rations are recom­ 
mended 
for w inter feeding of tho 
breeding flock, but the fifth ration was 
unsatisfactory. 
Lambs on roots made a slightly 
larger gain than those receiving sil­ 
age. 
Native hay and silage appeared 
to be as satisfactory as alfalfa hay 
and silage.

4. Remove and sack separately all 
tags, and then allow no tag discount 
upon the clip as a whole. 
5. Have slatted floors in the holding 
pens. 
6. Use a smooth, light and hard 
glazed (preferably paper) twine. 
V. Securely knot the string on each 
fleece. 
8. Turn sacks wrong side out and 
shake w'oll before filling. 
9. Keep wool dry at all times. 
10. Make the brands on the sheep 
as small as possible and use a brand 
ing material that will scour out. 
11. Knowr the grade and value ot 
your wool and price it accordingly. 
12. Do not sweat sheep excessively 
before shearing. 
13. Keep the corral sweepings out 
of the w'ool. 
14. Do not sell the w'ool before it is 
grown. 
15. W hen all these rules are fob 
lowed, place your personal brand or 
your nam e upon the bags or bales.

sales dwindle in China as the Japan­ 
ese 
business 
grew. 
Now American 
mills, it says, hopelessly outdistanced 
by th e „Japanese, must extend their 
trade by selling another class of goods 
at the expense of England or dismiss 
the hope of further Chinese business. 
The report was prepared by Ralph 
Odell, a textile expert, of the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce, after 
a six months* investigation in China.

of production in 
England because of the war, the re­ 
port says, has created an opportunity 
for American mills to introduce into 
China linen of cotton 
goods 
which 
heretofore they have not sold. China, 
for many years, has been the largest 
I market for cotton goods in the world.

W inter Months It Ferments. 


Bran when stored in hulk sometimes 
ferments, so that it causes digestive 
trouble when fed to animals. French 
experimenters a year or two ago found 
that when bran was stored in a heap 
for four or five months during the 
winter it tended lo form into lumps on 
the outside of the heap, and on the in­ 
side tho lumps became darkened, and 
in some cases black. 
These experimenters, from analy­ 
ses of different types of bran, thought 
that they could determine bran fit for 
use by what is known as the acidity 
test. 
Bran which, according to this test, 
contains less than 15 per cent of acid 
is O. K. That which contains from 15 
to 30 per cent of acid is safe to use 
but it soon becomes unsafe. 
That 
which contains more than 30 per cent 
of acid is considered unfit for food.— 
Wallace’s Farmer.

HOW TO PICK GOOD “FEEDER" 


To Make Profitable Gains in Feed Lot, 
Steers Must Possess Beef Char­ 
acteristics in Make-Up. 


(By JOHN L. TORM KT. Wisconsin E x­ 
periment Station.) 
Steers, if they are to make profit­ 
able gains in the feed lot, must have 
beef characteristics—a wide, strong 
back and a large heart girth. 
They must have a strong frame and 
plenty of room for the vital organs, 
for an animal with a weak constitu­ 
tion cannot hold up through the feed­ 
ing season. 
A wide head and muzzle usually in- 
licates good feeding qualities. 
Short legs, heavy hind quarters and 
arched ribs are essential to the feed­ 
ing animal. 
The skin should be reasonably thick, 
soft, and covered with a heavy coat 
of hair. 
The animal should have a straight 
back and low set appearance, due to 
the depth of the body and short legs. 


R e g u la r ity Is Necessary. 
Milking should always be done in 
such a way as to give the cow great­ 
est satisfaction. 
Regularity is there­ 
fore necessary in dairy work. 
Fre­ 
quently changing hours of milking or 
feeding interferes very much with the 
milk how.

Slayer Was Acquitted at Como, Italy 
►-Was Only Witness for Himself 
^-Unintentional 
Murder

' New York, Jan. 28.—It was as if his 


t r a g e d y of wife slaving of nearly six 
^ears ago were now the sensation of 
the hour when young Porter Charlton 
came down the gangplank of the Ital­ 
ian liner America Wednesday night. 
He descended against a bombardment 
of camera flashlights. 
A big crowd 
had fought its way inside the inclosed 
pier, and another crowd strained at 
the heavy chains thrown across the 
street entrance. 
Finally, with J. W. 
Johnston, 
of 
the 
Western Electric 
company, a family friend, he fought 
his way through the crowd to a taxi­ 
cab. 
“I had thought it was all over,” he 
Said later to a reporter to whom he 
talked of his life in an Italian prison, 
his trial and his movements since his 
release at Como. 
From June 23, 1910, when he landed 
St Hoboken in flight from Lake Como, 
Italy, where he had left his wife’s 
body sunk in a trunk, until November 
29, 1915, Charlton was imprisoned—in 
America three years and one month 
awaiting extradition to the place of 
his crime, and in Como two years and 
two months. 
That experience and 
the 
murder 
Which 
he 
committed when he was 
taunted by the middle-aged woman he 
had married when he was little more 
than 21, until, in an outburst of rage, 
he struck her on the head with a 
hammer, have left Charlton’s youth 
astoundingly 
untouched. 
He 
still 
looks like a boy. 
In a degree his short stature and 
Slim 
figure 
account for it, but his 
jaunty golden red curls, delicacy of 
features 
and 
clear-skinned,^ nearly 
beardless face helped the impression. 
The only apparent mark of his trage- 
rivis three fine wrinkles crossing his 
forehead. 
Grateful to Lawyers. 
' After tellin gof the 
voyage 
from 
Naples and the fear of submarines 
while in the Mediterranean, Charlton 
expressed his gratitude for the law­ 
yers who defended him at his trial. 
“First of all,” he said, “I would like 
to thank publicly former Judge John 
Palmieri, of New York. From the first 
he aided me wisely and I am afraid 
With small compensation. 
He practi­ 
cally prepared my defense 
on 
this 
fcide of the water. 
He and his wife 
visited me in Italy. 
He secured the 
attendance of the alienists whose dep­ 
ositions as to my mental condition be­ 
fore and after what happened caused 
the charge against me to be made of 
Unintentional homicide. 
“Of course I never intended to kill 
my wife. I was utterly horror strick­ 
en when I found what I had done. It 
Ss true, as the home newspapers said, 
t tat I wept when I was taken from the 
American jail to Italy to face my trial. 
I ‘ould not know whether I would be 
understood. I was very near hopeless. 
But the two Italian officers sent for 
me treated me with greater kindness 
and courtesy than I had in the least 
expected . I felt absolutely friendless 
When they left me at Como, and with 
Rood reason at the time. 
You know 
Italian laws and justice are not like 
ours. Over there you are guilty until 
proven innocent. 
You have no privi­ 
leges in the prison while you await 
trial. 
I was placed in solitary con­ 
finement. 
Not Tell a Horror Story. 
“I am not going to tell a horror 
tetory. 
I could, but I won’t. 
There 
were 
too 
many 
kindnesses. 
It is 
enough, isn’t it, when I say I was in 
solitary confinement? I was solitary- 
I had a little cell with a board floor. 
The boards were so far apart my foot 
would sometimes slip through them. 
Underneath was a cellar dungeon. 
“Outside my cell was a tiny patch 
of yard in which I was allowed to ex­ 
ercise once a day for an hour. 
I had 
writing materials, books and newspa­ 
pers and I learned a great deal of 
Italian. 
But eight months all alone! 
The guards who fed me were not per­ 
mitted to talk with me . Finally I got 
up nerve to practically demand my 
release from the intolerable loneliness 
“There was some delay, but my re­ 
quest was granted. I was allowed out 
•in company/ as it 
was 
expressed 
There were four other prisoners. They 
TvtTe three small court 
clerks 
who 


got wages they couldn’t live on and 
had resorted to petty thefts, and the 
director of a telephone company, a 
cultured man. I practiced my Italian 
on them and they helped me politely. 
Was Only Witness for Himself. 
“Mytrial was a fair one. 
The wit­ 
nesses against me were inclined to be 
discursive, but the presiding justice 
sharply brought them down to a re­ 
cital of facts. I was my only witness 
and I must admit he handled me in 
the same fashion. 
He cut my story, 
as I had it formulated, all to pieces, 
and held me strictly to legal evidence. 
He brought out points for and against 
me impartially. 
When I wasn’t on 
the stand I sat in a cage. 
“From the first it was agreed that 
I had committed an unintentional 
murder. 
Then came the question of 
my responsibility. 
In this there are 
two 
degrees—full 
responsibility 
or 
semi-responsibility. 
My alienist con­ 
tended that I was wholly irresponsible 
at the time I killed 
my 
wife; 
the 
others said I was about midway be­ 
tween semi-responsibility and respon­ 
sibility. 
Spoke Italian Altogether. 
“When it came to telling my own 
story, I spoke Italian altogether. 
I 
was at a high 
nervous 
tension. 
I 
could speak the language fluently, but 
sometimes I had difficulty in under­ 
standing the judge, who spoke rapid­ 
ly.” 
Former Judge Palmieri and his wife 
were the first to greet Charlton when 
he came down the gangplank. 
“I haven’t any definite plans,” Charl­ 
ton said. “I shall stay in New York a 
few days and then go to Porto Rico 
to join my father. 
I shall stay with 
him at least two or three months wiiile 
planning what to do. 
I really only

ernment is forming a measure that 
will require the stockholder to pay a 
certain amount in 
cash 
before he 
can subscribe to stock, and that will 
forbid any transaction in stocks on 
which nothing has boon 
paid down. 
The Norwegian shipping trade has 
flourishd as never before. 
The high 
freight rates, which show 
no signs 
of reduction and the scarcity of for­ 
eign tonnage, has made the Norwe­ 
gian ship owner a 
rich 
man. 
And 
this notwithstanding that the loss to 
shipping as a direct result of the war 
has been heavy. In all, fifty-four Nor­ 
wegian 
steamers

to

companies 
(three to France and one to a Nor­ 
wegian company) at a clear profit of 
$1,250,000. The stockholders had only 
paid a small part on heir stock, and 
nowr the company is dissolved after 
couple of months, without conduct­ 
ing any real 
business, 
and having 
cleared a little more 
than IOO per 
cent of its fixed capital. 
The lumber trade has also had a 
very good period. The demand 
for 
round timber and props has been so 
great that, notwithstanding the high 
freight rates, the 
high 
prices have 
given a great profit. 
The fishing industry 
has 
had a 
good 
catch, 
with 
prices 
doubled. 
Such a product as raw cod liver oil 
old at $5 a barrel a year ago. It is 
now* sold at more than $30 a. barrel. 
Fishing in the North sea has prac­ 
tically been 
abandoned because of 
the war and is in that way protected, 
a protection that has not been possi­ 
ble before, although some of the in­ 
terested nations have in

to come to an agreement in that way.

a general improvement in the health 
and appearance of your fowls. 
The t 
improvements may consist of larger 
ranges, cleaner houses, stronger and 
more vigorous males, plenty of dust­ 
ing places, and sufficient shade. 
All 
of these improvements will make ydu 
a real poultry farmer and the health 
of your flock will in direct propor­ 
tion increase your receipts from both 
eggs and stock. 
To keep fowls healthy never feed 
them so-called egg foods which are 
only patent condiments suitable to in­ 
flame the organs and reduce the real 
value of the bird. Some of them may 
seem to stimulate the hens for a 
while but the stimulation is unnatural 
and of very temporary value. Pepper 
is not good for poultry and also may 
inflame the organs. The poultry breed­ 
ers wiio are successful stick to the 
balanced rations of good substantial 
foodstuffs and do not experiment with 
“patent medicines.” 
The open-front poultry house seems 
like the most practical method of 
housing poultry that has been devised. 
It insures a plentiful supply of fresh 
air 
for 
the 
birds 
and 
prevents 
drafts. 
I have never seen an open- 
front house that seemed damp if it 
was properly cleaned and the houses 
with glass windows nearly always 
seem damp and close. The open-front 
house costs less money and is the only 
sure way of keeping the flock In good 
condition. 


Grit, charcoal and green food in 
addition to the regular grains, will be 
found necessary to keep the flock in 
the best condition. The best poultry 
breeders know' that the fowi on free 
range will probably obtain plenty of 
grit but they keep it before the birds 
at all times as it is not expensive and 
they wish to be sure that every hen 
receives the proper amount to keep 
her strong and wrell. 
Clean out the poultry house at least 
once each w'eek. We have found, says 
a writer in an exchange, that scatter­ 
ing a few shovelfuls of garden soil un­ 
der the roosts is a flrst-class method 
of saving the manure. 
The dropping 
boards are then easy to clean and the 
soil, according to experiment station 
reports, will fix the nitrogen in the 
manure and make it more valuable for 
spreading back on the garden. 
A 
frequent cleaning of the house re­ 
sults in a healthier flock as birds can­ 
not prosper and roost in an atmos­ 
phere 
saturated 
with 
devitalizing 
gases. 
The hay chaff from the barn floor 
should be dumped into the poultry 
house. 
The hens will like it and if 
you dump a fewr bushels on the poul­ 
try house floor in the evening you 
will find them scratching and singing 
the next morning and working up the 
kind of appetite which means a good 
feeder and a good producer. 
Plan to improve your poultry plant 
whenever possible and you will note

W ashington, Jan. 28.—In an inter­ 
view yesterday Speaker Champ Clark 
declared for a revision of the income 
tax to produce additional revenue and 
advocated the abolishm ent of many 
of the “stam p taxes” which are now 
levied under the emergency “war rev­ 
enue bill” of October 22, 1914. 
The 
speaker said taxation on the profits 
of m unitions plants 
also 
presented 
ie\en u e possibilities. He opposed any 
general revision of the 
tariff, 
nor 
would he discuss the proposal to cre­ 
ate a tariff commission. 
At a recent dinner given by Secre­ 
tary McAdoo to congress leaders, the 
speaker advocated the repeal of ex­ 
isting stam p taxes . In this regard he 
said yesterday: 
“I cannot favor the imposition of 
further stam p taxes 
or 
burdensome 
excise taxes to meet the needs of the 
treasury at this time or in the near 
future. 
Stamp taxes are onerous at 
best, and should be resorted to only as 
an emergency measure. 
I believe the 
present 
w ar 
tax should be revised 
and that many of the stam p taxes 
which it contains should be elim inat­ 
ed. 
“Under the recent decision of the 
supreme court the 
income-tax 
law 
becomes available as 
a 
m eans 
of 
raising additional 
revenues without 
making its provisions especially bur­ 
densome to any class of citizens. 
“Through the income tax we can 
raise a large part of the money we 
need for various 
purposes. 
An 
in­ 
crease in the income tax rates and a 
general rearrangem ent of the classi­ 
fication of incomes under the present 
law would produce a large amount of 
revenue and would not unduly bur­ 
den anyone. 
“Then I believe the proposal to levy 
tax on the m anufacturers of w ar 
munitions 
who 
are 
shipping 
vast 
quantities of their 
products 
abroad 
should he favorably considered. These 
m unitions m akers are making large 
profits out of their present increased 
trade. 
They are probably the most 
prosperous class in the country today. 


1 am convinced 
they 
should 
bear 
their share of any increased taxation. 
“Several methods 
of taxing muni­ 
tion m akers have been suggested and 
I believe a fair and equitable m eth­ 
od of taxing them can very easily be 
evolved. A tax on output 
or profits 
would produce needed funds. 
“At present I can see no necessity 
for a revision of the tariff either in 
general or in regard to the present 
schedules. The Underwood bill seems 
to be doing what was expected of it 
and for the present, at least, should 
be let alone. 
“Of course, we are not able to set­ 
tle on a definite 
revenue 
program 
until we have some idea of what the 
expenditures of the 
government for 
tlie year will be. 
This we can not 
know until 
the 
appropriation 
bills 
have taken form and we are advised 
w hat will be needed for national de­ 
fense. **

In connection with the confidence 
expressed by Root men that the way 
will open for the New York delegates 
to support him the unofficial republi­ 
can convention scheduled for Febru­ 
ary 15 at Carnegie hall is taken into 
account. The occasion is expected to 
be of historic interest. 
It is predicted that Senator Root in 
his address as 
temporary 
chairman 
will sound a keynote for the presiden­ 
tial 
campaign. 
Republicans, 
ever 
since Root accepted the invitation to 
preside as temporary chairman, have 
looked forward to the event as one 
that would attract nation-wide atten­ 
tion. 
The address is expected to be signi­ 
ficant as to the republican position on 
national defense and a forceful Amer­ 
icanism that is neither anti-German 
nor anti-British and to relieve repub­ 
licans of current accusations to the 
effect that while their party is for 
adequate preparedness, they are afraid 
to take a stand on how to go about a 
solution. 
“It is true that Root’s utterance is 
expected to clear the atmosphere,” a 
well-informed republican said yester­ 
day. 
“After that date it will be im­ 
possible to say that republicans are 
without a spokesman on issues before 
the country. 
Personally I would not 
be surprised if Root’s stand appealed 
to republicans in congress as a sane 
guide. 
It will not be a half-way ut­ 
terance. 
It will show that Root is a 
leader who is not afraid to lead.” 
Many republicans are confident that 
Col. Roosevelt could not deny support 
to his former secretary of state. Com­ 
ment on the difficulties the Root sup­ 
porters are likely to face in the con­ 
vention has to do with his age and 
the fact that the party is going before 
the country with a candidate who, if 
elected, would be the man to guide the 
country through a critical state of af­ 
fairs. 
The superior 
experience 
of 
Root in foreign affairs is by many 
considered a satisfactory answer to 
any such objection. 
Recent remarks of Root on Ameri­ 
canism and his letter on defense to 
the Security League 
sessions 
have

cans. When asked recently regarding 
his position in the Chicago convention, 
Mr. Root is said to have declared that 
he desired nothing more than to be 
a “passive observer.”

New York, Jan. 28.—Told by a phy­ 
sician that he had but 
a few more 
years to ive, Eugene Van Schaick, a 
descendant of one of 
New York’s 
oldest families, 
corporation 
lawyer 
and noted yachtsman, shot and kill­ 
ed himself yesterday afternoon in his 
private office in a Forty-second street 
building He was a cousin 
of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt and a nephew’ of Mrs. 
Stuyvesant Fish. 
Van Schaick long 
had been com­ 


plaining, and yesterday morning 
he 
confided in his law’ partner, Wilson 
D. Price, that he would consult the 
best specialist in the city before the 
day was over. 
A few’ minutes after I o’clock he 
returned to his 
office 
and informed 
Price that specialists had agreed that 
he was suffering from a disease of 
the heart. There w’as no hope, he was 
told. 
After listening to w’ords of comfort 


and encouragement from his partner, 
Van Schaick gave a hopeless shake 
of his head and entered his private 
office, closing the door. 
Fifteen minutes later 
a revolver 
shot was heard and Miss Henrietta 
Love, a 
stenographer, 
rushed into 
the office. 
She found Van Schaick 
sitting motionless in his chair.. 
In 
the right hand, which rested on the 
glass top of the large fiat desk, wras 
a new’ revolver. He shot himself in 
the right temple.

Shaick 
w’as 
born 
fifty-two 
years ago in this 
city, 
the son of 
Henry and 
Charlotte 
(Gray) 
Van 
Schaick. He W’as graduated from Col­ 
umbia college in 1887, and soon after 
took up the practice of law’, special­ 
izing in realty and insurance in order 
that he 
might 
personally supervise 
tho large real estate holdings of his 
family. 
He was counsel and a director of 
the Essex Copper Co., secretary and 
director of the Freeman estate, presi­ 
dent and director 
of

bocker Oil and Gas Co., counsel and 
director of the Lafayette Copper Co.,
